Having just settled up with the Federal. government, 
California’s taxpayers must now pay a duty call on the state 
tax collector. 

April 15 is the deadline. The California public should 
note not only the date but the fact that they pay 26 per cent 
more in taxes than the national average. The per capita tax 
levy of the federal government in California in 1940 was 
$45.65; the national average was $39; state tax collections 
per person reached $47.56; the national average was $27. 

The sykward flight of state taxes has, within the space 
of the last eight years, amounted to 126 per cent, more than 
double the tax collections of 1933.

Caetined| Sunday, April 13, will mark 
the recurrence of the great day 
of commemoration, Easter Sun- 
day.
